“If we say that we have fellowship 
with him, and walk in darkness, we 
lie, and do not the truth: But if we 
walk in the light, as he is in the light, 


we have fellowship one with another, 
and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.”—1 John 
1:6, 7. 

There is something about the hu- 
man that longs for fellowship and 
there is nothing that can be success- 
fully substituted for fellowship. When 
trouble or afflictions come, there is 
a longing in our heart for someone 
to tell our troubles to who will sym- 
pathize and help us. We long for the 
fellowship of the saints in service. 
There is nothing that will take the 
place of the fellowship of God’s chil- 
dren. 

We long for fellowship with our 
kindred and friends. Many times we 
are deprived of such fellowship. Many 
times my heart goes back to our child- 
hood days when all the family were 
at home. At the end of the day when 
all the work was done, we would 
gather around the fire and sing and 
possibly father would read .a portion 
of the Word of the Lord and pray 
and thank God for the many good 
blessings of life that we had to enjoy. 
The morning would come and each 
one would go to his task. by and 
by the boys and girls be to get 
married. One by one they left the old 
home and entered the duties of life 
for themselves. Now father and mother 
are alone. It is hard for all the fam- 
ily to lay down their work long enough 
for us all to come together again. 
And when we do, everything is so 
changed and we are in sucha rush 
we hardly have time to stop for a-few 
minutes and really enjoy: the fellow- 
ship of the family. Many ‘times after 
the reunion is over we wake up'to:the 
realization that we failed-to. get: sat- 
isfied with the good fellowship we so 
much desired. In many instances fa- 
ther or mother and sometimes both 
have been called to eternity and altho’ 
our hearts may yearn for them and 
the good love and fellowship they 
once bestowed upon us, yet we realize 
it can never be again. 

What would life be without some- 
one to love and fellowship? There is 
something very fascinating about 
fellowship, something that binds us 
together and satisfies. When we go to 
church and find good fellowship it 
makes us want to go again. Oh that 
our people may realize the importance 
of fellowship in our midst! A church 
without it is like a cloud in midsum- 
mer’s drouth that has no water. 


I heard a man remark at the close 
of service at one place, “I wish I had 
not gone to church today.” When he 
was asked the reason, he replied, “In- 
stead of enjoying the good fellowship 
that my heart longed for, I have found 
divisions and contentions which have 
been to me as vinegar to the teeth.” 
Show me a church where the mem- 
bers have good fellowship and I as- 
sure you the house will be filled at 
the regular meetings. But on_ the 
other hana, if a church has bitterness 
among the members, envy, strife, 
faultfinding, and backbiting, it will 
not be long until the house of worship 
will be practically empty. Paul wrote 
to the church at Galatia and _ said, 
“If ye bite and devour one another, 
take heed that ye be not consumed 
one of another.” 


It is an awful thing for divisions 
to arise among the people of God. 
Some, I am sure, can call to mind 
where whole churches have been de- 
voured because the fellowship had 
ceased and instead of fellowship they 
talked about each other until those 
around lost confidence. I have known 
men to say such hard things about 
others and manifest such a bad feel- 
ing toward them until it caused my 
confidence to be weakened, even in 
the one who was speaking. It does 
not bless us to meet with those who 
are striving over differences of opin- 
ion. There are many things that will 
destroy fellowship. 

The Book tells us that “if we walk 
in the light, as he is in the light, we 
have fellowship one with another, and 
the blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” If we fail 
to walk in the light of God’s Word, 
our fellowship is sure to be broken 





with those who are walking in the 
light. If a man has received light on 
sanctification and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and he refuses to walk in 


the light, the fellowship will auto- 
matically be broken with those who 
are walking in the light. If a person 
refuses to pay tithes after having 
received the light and knowing it is 
his Christian duty, then the fellowship 
will be broken with those who are 
walking in the light. 


To refuse to walk in the light of 
God’s Word will break fellowship no 
matter what the light may be. The 
party refusing to walk in the light 
will be the one who will break ranks 
and go down. The party who refuses 
to walk in the light is the one who 
will first feel the effect of broken 
fellowship. Paul tells us to be not 
drunk on Wine wherein is excess but 
be filled with the Spirit. 


If I am walking in the light filled 
with the Spirit, I am not so likely 
to find so much fault in those around 
me. But if I refuse to obey the Word 
of God, then I am sure to feel the ef- 
fect of it and very likely criticize and 
find fault with others. 


The wise man hath said, All the 
ways of a man are clean in his own 
eyes; but the Lord weigheth the 
spirits. We may try to justify our- 
selves in the things that we do and 
excuse ourselves in the things we do 
not want to do but the Lord is look- 
ing upon us and knows all about it. 
When we are guilty before Him, the 
fellowship between us and His true 
children will be broken and the guilty 
party is sure to feel the effect of it. 
The innocent may not know so much 
about it, but the guilty one is sure 
to feel the sting. 

It is very unpleasant to listen to 


a man who is full of egotism and it 


is hard to retain that good warm 
Christian fellowship with such a one. 
Satan is doing all he can to destroy 
the fellowship and unity among God’s 
children. We are commanded to resist 
him stedfastly; to draw nigh unto 
God and He will draw nigh to us. 

David beheld unity as a good and 
pleasant thing and something that 
will effect all who may come in con- 
tact with it. During the great World 
War a certain young man was called 
to the colors. Father and mother, 
brother and sister had to give him 
up to fight for his country. By and 
by the war was over and he returned 
to America and to his home. As he 
approached the home someone saw 
him coming and all the family ran to 
meet and greet him. The father and 
mother and elder sister took him. in 
their arms, weeping and caressing 
him, and he too was weeping and re- 
joicing at the same time. Those who 
twere no relation who looked upon 
the scene were effected even to tears. 
What did it? The love and fellowship 
they had one for the other. 

A church cannot exist very long 
without fellowship. We long for more 
of it in the church, the home, the 
community, the nation, and the whole 
wide world. We long for Jesus to come 
and His will to be done in earth as it 
is in heaven that we may have peace 
and fellowship from shore to shore 
and that the earth may be full of the 
knowledge of the Lord as the waters 
cover the sea.
